Thank you for taking time from your busy schedule to meet with us. We spoke directly 
with the Church, the ongoing development construction at Selma Ave and Highland and 
the Council Office yesterday.

Neighbors, 

As many of you know, this summer (June through August 2018) 
construction will take place on Selma Avenue, between Las Palmas 
Ave and Schrader Blvd, as part of the City's "Safe Routes to School" 
pedestrian safety project on the street. The goal of the project is to 
make this a safer corridor for people - particularly children and 
families - in the area. 

Work will begin approximately June 11, 2018, and will last until 
approximately August 14, 2018. The work has been specifically 
scheduled so it takes place during the summer, when school is not 
regularly in session. 

During the first phase of work (approximately five weeks), construction 
will take place on the NORTH side of the street, and Selma Avenue 
from Las Palmas to Schrader will be one-way, eastbound traffic 
only. 

During the second phase of work (approximately five weeks), construction will take 
place on the SOUTH side of the street, and Selma Avenue from Las Palmas to 
Schrader will be one-way, westbound traffic only.
